DEATH OF FREDERICK G. EVELYN, ESQ. 
A painful feeling has been produced among the mem- 
bers of the University by the melancholy death of Mr. 
Fredrick G. Evelyn, formerly Scholar of Trinity College. 
Mr. Evelyn entered the University from the Royal 
School of Enniskillen, and soon became known as a 
sound and accomplished classical scholar. After a 
highly successful undergraduate course he obtained at 
his degree examination the almost unprecedented dis- 
tinction of two first gold medals—one in classics, the 
other in logics and ethics. More recently his studies 
were devoted to political economy and law. He obtained 
two first prizes in the same year in the Law School 
ot Trinity College, and was also first prizeman in pollti- 
eal economy. He was afterwards elected Barrington 
lecturer on the latter science by the Statistical Society 
of Dublin, Those who were present at the meeting of 
the British Association in this city will probably re- 
member the ready eloquence and masculine logic with 
which he defended his economic views in the statistical 
section of that learned body. 
Mr, Evelyn was called to the Bar in Easter Term, 
1858. His friends anticipated for him no ordinary 
share of distinction in professional, perhaps also in 
political, life. But these brilliant hopes are now extin- 
guished by his death at the early age of twenty-nine 
years, Thesymptoms of pulmonory disease having 
shown themselves some time since, he visited Spain and 
Italy to enjoy the advantage of a southern climate. He 
has of late resided in the southof England, where the 
melancholy event we are recording took place on the 
(5th inst. His loss is deplored by a large circle of 
friends,to whom he was endeared by his personal and 
social jualities.

The weather has become milder in Paris. A gentle 
thaw set in this morning, which has continued all day, 
but jas yet the snow in the streets and on the tops of 
the houses is not all melted. Letters received from the 
provinees to-day are full of accounts of the unusual 
severity of the winter. A thermometer attached tos 
tree at Arras marked 231 degrees centigrade below 
freezing point on Sunday last. A thermo- 
meter in the town of Arras marked 203 degrees below 
freeziug point on Monday morning. The weather has 
been equally inclement in the south of France. At 
Avignon, on Friday, the inhabitants found themselves 
in full winter. The north wind brought with it an 
intense cold quite unusual in that climate. It became 
unsafe to walk in the streets from the number of 
chimney pote and tiles thrown from the houses. The 
fountains likewise were frozen—an occurrence very 
uncommon at Avignon. The weather is described as 
“fearfal” for several days in the department of the 
Ariego. Snow fell in prodigious quantity, as if to 
com for the deficiency of late years. Wolves 
are inning to make their appearance, and one was 
taken alive in the town of Foix. 

The fellowing letter, dated Gibraltar, Dec. 11, has 
been received in Paris :— 

Tue Moers were so convinced that the Spanish 
Commander-in-Chief is determined to occupy varioas 
positions on the coast as soon as his reinforcements 
arrive, that they give the Spanish troops encamped near 
Ceuta norest. Although these attacks were anticipated, 
they, nevertheless, harass the Spaniards, and add to the 
difficulty of landing. 10,000 Moors fell like an avalanche 
on the 9th on the regiments employed in completing 
the entrenchments. These determined assailants were 
rclected from the eorps commanded by the Emperor’s 
brother, who is posted between Tangier and Tetuan. 
They were vigorously repulsed with loss. The fall of 
several Spanish officers roused the fury of the men, who 
desire te advance into the country. The plan of Mar- 
shal O'Donnell is said to be to attack Tangier and 
Tetuan simultaneously, when, if he succeed, he will 
carry the war into the interior, and strike a decisive 
blow. General Prim is preparing to advance to secure 


the road to Tetuan, and protect the operations of the | 


troops employed in epening the passage. In the mean- 
time eontrary winds prevent the landing of troeps. 
Reporte current in the Spanish camp of assistance 
afforded to the Moors, in officers and money, by the 
British Government, are too absurd to merit contradic- 
tion. The British Consul still continues at Tangier. 
Ile remains on shore during the day, and sleeps at 
night on board a British ship of war in the roads. I 
hope my next letter will be from Ceuta. There 
alone I shall be able to collect facts. By slipping 
through the tents ef the Spanish eamp I can study the 
soldier's life, and it wif be easy for me to ascertain if it 
be true that the triple check experienced by the Moors 
has diminished their confidence.” 

The London evening mail of yesterday has not yet 
arrivedin Paris. — 

THE PAPAL STATES. 

A letter from home, in the Fatrie, says: 

“Very contradictory rumeurs have been circulated 
here relative to the audience which the Pope lately ac- 
corded to Cardinal Savelli, President of the Finance 
Committee. I ve made inquiries, and this is what I 
have learnt. The Finance Committee, with their pre- 
sident at their head, presented themselves at the Vatican, 
and through his Eminence began to offer their hqmage 
and assurances of devotedness to the Holy Father. The 
Cardinal soon pluuged into business, and with much 
frankness expressed the regret ex} rienced by the 
members of the committee at seeing tiiat not only their 
former resolutions had not been carried out, but that 
they had been entirely set at nought. The Cardinal 
especially mentioned the enormous expenses which 
had just been incurred by the Minister of War. 
Scarcely had his Eminence entered on the subject 
when the Holy Father interrupted him, and in a few 
words told him that he already understood what 
he meant to say. The Cardinal, however, continued 
his harangue, and again his Holiness thought fit to in- 
terrupt him, and let him know that he already knew all 
haut it. The interruption of the Pope produced no 
more effect than at first ; the Cardinal was obstinate, 
and only stopped when he had entirely finished what he 
had to say. Then, by way of reply, the Holy Father 
gave ever one his benediction, and the committee re- 
tired, headed by the Cardinal. I forgot to say that 
one of the most eninent members of the committee, 
generally believed v be the Princo, returned, and 
going ‘te the Pope, expressed to his Holiness 
the regret he fe at what had just taken place. The 
Prince im quesuon declared that he had known nothing 
of the speech by Cardinal Savelli, and that the 
other members of the committee were in the same state 
of ignorance; heassured the Pope that the step taken 
by his Eminence was a purely personal one. Soon after, 
Cardinal Savelli received a prohibition to appear at the 
Vatican until further orders, and he was enjoined to 
send as his substitute tothe Pope Mgr. Milella, secretary

I am certainly disposed te think that there is some 
person whom we cannot see, and cannot get at, prompting this 
proceeding. With that, however, I have nothingto do, and 
I must decide the mot ion as it comes before me, and I do de- 
cide that motion by staving this proceeding.

Mr. Justice Hayes asked how could intimidation form a 
cuse of action ? 

Mr. Heron said it was made so under the “ Corrupt Prac- 
tices Prevention Act,” and the way in which it was charged 
waa, that the defendant, being the agent of a certain property in 
Newrv, served notices ta quit on the tenants of that property 
prior to the election, and subsequently wrote a letter to some 
of them, stating that they need not mind the notices 
to quit. as he would make them all richt. The summons 


and plaint also charged bribery, by stating that the defen- 
dant had given a cheque for £100 toa voter after the election, 
on account, it was alleged, of his services at the election, 

After nome discussion between counsel and the bench, as 
to whether the int.midation was a cause of action, 

Mr. Justice Haves said he would grant the motion, leav- 
ing the defendant to make what case he might be advised, 
when he came to deal with the interrogatories. 

BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE.
